VIII. Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

1. Claim 5 describes, "said elastic body," but claims 1 and 3 quoted in claim 5 do not describe any 
"elastic body." 

2. It is not clear what portion of the description in the specification corresponds to the constitution of the 
"elastic body" that "has an almost flat form with its height smaller than its width and is arranged with its 
height direction kept in the deforming direction of said one-way clutch means" described in claim 5.
